ACCIDENTS NOT ENTIRELY 
LACKING IN NEW GAME 


Forward Passes Put Ends in Danger­ 
o u s Position— Eleven Fa­ 
talities Rscorded. 


Those kind-hearted souls who raised 
such a rumpus a year and a half ago 
over the 
brutality of football, and 
whose repeated howls brought about 
the new rules which make the game 
a much more open affair, doing away 
with the "terrible" mass playa, Hat 
hack with satisfaction last fall when 
the team s c a m e out to work out their 
salvation by the new method. 
The open game put an 
effective 
quietus on the visions of bloody grid­ 
irons fram ed on s trti ners and am ­ 
bulances, and the peace-loving advo­ 
cates of the sport felt that they had 
done the college world a great good. 
Now, however, the question arises. 
Hub the open game done aw ay with 
the poK.-:bility of injury to the play­ 
ers? The records of the season up to 
date would hardly seem to indicate it. 
There was some outcry against the 
giving up OI mass plays when tile re­ 
forms were first instituted, but the 
players soon discovered the benefits 
of the new' plays and went in for them 
with even more vim that they had 
Over shown before. The forward pa»i, 
with its accompanying spreading out 
of the two team s, was found to be a fa­ 
vorite both with players and specta­ 
tors, hut the hitter hardly realize that 
in this play there is fully as much 
danger to the osseous structure of the 
players as there was in the old days 
of dying wedges and the like. 
For instance, w hen an end goes for­ 
ward to receive the bail on a forward 
pass he not only has to seize the ball 
as it comes over the line, but he has 
to withstand the attack of some burly 
fellow whose one aim of life at that 
nu m eat is to prevent the runner from 
getting the bali—at least to keep him 
from going on down the field with it. 
Therefore, the runner is generally due 
tor a hard slam, and in that play alone 
several men have been injured tills 
season. 
Then, too, the open style of play, 
while m aking the game more in terest­ 
ing for the bleachers, is conducive to 
collisions th at are much more force­ 
ful that they were in the old days. 
It 
is a self-evident fact that men m eeting 
after they have bad a chance to ac­ 
quire good speed stand a much better 
chance of breaking som ething when 
they come together than they did 
when a man was tackled before he 
hail started away with the ball. 
This 
chance is still capable of producing 
the thrill which comes w'hen the ref­ 
eree yells “Time o u t!” and the men 
with w ater pails and restoratives race 
out from the side lines. 
The list of mishaps this season as­ 
sumed quite respectable proportions, 
and ll fatalities were recorded, al­ 
though it m ust be added th at every 
one of these occurred in some game 
where the players were little more 
than boys, who probably forgot the 
rules in the excitem ent of the mo­ 
ment. The list cf injuries shows frac­ 
tures and contusions innum erable. 
The debrutalized game is going fair­ 
ly well, considering the tim e th at foot­ 
ball has been going this fad.

championship 
Miss

Mackey lowered the record for the 
Midlothian course to 92, Miss Sallie 
Ainslie having previously reduced it 
from 97 to 93. 
Miss Mackey also deserves mention 
for her able work with Alden B. Swift 
in setting a new mixed foursome rec­ 
ord for the Glenview links, having ne­ 
gotiated a 79, four

The lowest IS hole score made by 
an am ateur was the record set by 
George T. Stebbins for the Crescent 
A thletic club Course, near New York, 
which he negotiated in 63, the previous 
best m ark having been 68. The great­ 
est reduction of the year over a nine 
hole course was made by A. J. Masse I - 
num. who lowered the record at the 
Salt Lake City Country club from 40 
to 37. 
T he best sl owing made by a profes­ 
sional was the work of 
Alexander 
Smith, former open champion in low- 
i rim; the record for the Nassau Coun­ 
try club from 66, the figures 
estab­ 
lished three years ago by himself, to 
65. Willie Anderson also performed 
well In clipping seven strokes oft the 
record for the Lake Geneva Country 
club links, m aking the 18 holes in 63.

Two Count for More Than a Touch­ 
down and 
Many Gridiron Battles 
Have Been Won by Team s W itho ut 
Crossing Goal Line of Opponents-—* 
Views of Several Coaches. 


Since 
scoring by 
goals from 
the- 
field has become such 
a 
prom inent 
factor in th*' new football ga \ 
mach 
attention has been draw n to the play, 
and the spectators and coaches alike 
have b**en giving thougft to 
ad­ 
visability of changing 
the 
value a# 
such a score. 
At present the value of a goal from 
the field is four points, sp-i 
two 
of 
them count 
better 
than one 
touch­ 
down, 
It is argued by some that it la 
quit*- possible for a team to defeat an 
opponent without being able to cross 
that opponents goal line, while their 
own goal line 
may 
b*» crossed only 
once, thus winning the 
game 8 to 6. 
However, there seems to be a diversi­ 
ty of opinion upon the subject. 
The contention is made that under 
the new rules it is com paratively easy 
for a w eaker team to get possession 
of the ball on the stronger team’s 25- 
yard line. 
The w eaker team 
would! 
very often find it beyond their power* 
to carry the ball across the goal line, 
bet having a clever kicker on 
their 
team could drop a goal with reasona­ 
ble ease and thus 
score four 
points 
against five for a touchdown. 
Lieut. 
Commander 
Joseph 
M . 
Reeves, IT. 8. -N„ head 
coach of 
tho 
Naval Academy team, said 
that 
he 
thought that a goal from the field was 
now given its proper weight under the 
rules, and 
that he did 
not favor as­ 
signing It a lower value. 
He called 
attention to the fact that the acorn 
obtained1 from 
a 
touchdown, 
even 
though -the goal was not kicked, w as 
greater than that secured from a goal 
from the field, and that consequently 
there could #be 
no valid 
reason for 
lessening its value. 
He said that ho 
considered the field goal a very inter­ 
esting and valuable play, that it re­ 
quired the 
combined 
efforts of 
the- 
members of -the -team to get the ball 
within stTiktng distance, and then pro­ 
tect the kicker, as well as the individ­ 
ual skill of the kicker. 
He opposed a 
reduction of. the value assigned to tho 
field goal because the play would hard­ 
ly be attempted if two of them con­ 
trolled only ak much as a touchdown 
and resulting goal. 
Coach Rdper,* of Princeton, says ho 
thinks a count of four for a goal from 
the field is all rig h t 
A team that 
gets near enough to a goai and risks 
losing the hall. or its chances of mak­ 
ing a touchdown, should be entitled to- 
four points if the kicker 
makes 
tho 
goal. 
The weight of opinion among Har­ 
vard coaches and players is 
th at 
a 
goal from the field should not count 
less than it does ai present. 
Coach 
Cutts, who has. charge of the Harvard 
team. says that the game under 
the 
new rules is “fluke ball” instead of 
football. 
Almost all 
scores 
in 
the 
new game, he 
said, “are 
made 
on 
flukes.” 
A touchdown between two 
evenly matched team s by the old style 
of play is alm ost impossible. 
A goal 
from the field used to be a fluke, but 
a score on any of 
the . new features, 
the forward pass or the on-side kick, 
is a fluke, so the only question is on 
the relative difficulty of 
a score by 
this means. 
Thus, he 
says, a 
goal 
from the field should count for no less 
than four points, for it is a compara­ 
tively hard fluke to get. 
Considerable discussion 
has arisen 
at Yale over .the 
relative value given 
eoals from drop kicks and from place­ 
ment under the 
present 
rules, and 
Yale seem s to l-e pretty united in fa­ 
voring a change. V.’alter Camp and 
Coach W. F. Knox were discussing the 
Platter, and both disfavored a reduc­ 
tion in the num ber of points given a 
goal from the field. How ver, they ad­ 
vocated scoring iw-o points instead of 
one for goals I rom touchdowns. 
It is 
argued that a 
successful 
drop 
kick 
made with the opposing line bearing 
down is 
deserving of at 
least four 
points as com pared wit* a touchdown 
counting five. 
It can 
be 
seen, how­ 
ever, th a t a kick from touchdown is 
worthy of 
a 
larger rating than one 
point in the event th at it be conceded 
a goal from drop kick 
is worth four 
points. 
Yale will make no demand or 
even suggestion for change this year 
in the rules, but believes that if any 
change is eventually to be 
made 
it 
should be toward giving a goal from 
touchdown at lea*t a two-point credit. 
It is not thought that the scoring o f 
four points for a goal from a field is 
too much.

A valuation of the property 
owned by clubs whose mem bers take 
-n active interest in track and field ^ 
sports amounted to $24,279,193.

MANY CONTESTS 


IN SENATE. 


Washington, Jan. ll .—A n lmber of 
interesting contests for seats in tho 


United States senate will be settled 


by primary elections or leglslatu.es 
before the close of the present year. 
The contests are already well under 
way In a number of states and some 
of them promise to be exciting and 
spectacular In the extreme. 
Thirty-one to Elect. 
The 
terras 
of 
thirty-one 
United 
States senators will expire March 3. 
1909. 
Some of these are assured of 
re-election without opposition, whllo 
others have bitter fights 
on 
their 
bands. 
The contests in Ohio, Penn­ 
sylvania, New York, and Iowa are 
bound to attract wide attention. 
Ohio. 
In Ohio, Senator Foraker Is fight­ 
ing for political life against Taft sup- 
;>ortera. 
At one time there might 
have been a compromise, but that time 
is now passed. 
The primaries, early 
next month, for the choice of dele­ 
gates to the National Republican Con­ 
vention, though they will have no di­ 
rect bearing on the senatorial con­ 
test, are expected nevertheless to give 
a good indication of the comparative 
strength of the Foraker forces and 
the opposition. 
Pennsylvania. 
The contest in Pennsylvania over 
the successor of Senator Penrose will 
be unusual in that it will be settled 
in the primaries for the first time 
in Pennsyhania politics. 
In order to 
return to Washington, Senator Pen 
rose must defeat the ambitious Flinn 
of Pittsburg, an able politician with 
plenty of money at his command. 
But 
the Penrose forces have an advantage 
in their control of he party machin­ 
ery and. up to date, the chances of 
victory appear in their favor. 
New York. 
In New York there appears to be 
nothing definitely settled in regard 
to the senatorialship except that Col. 
Thomas C. Platt is to be relegated to 
the “D. & O.” club. 
Platt, one of the 
most consummate politicians of his 
time, has outlived his day. and must 
give way to the younger blood. When 
there seemed a possibility that he 
would resign a year or so ago, former 
Governor Black 
was 
looked 
upon 
as 
his 
most 
probable 
successor. 
But the result of the coming presi­ 
dential election may change things en­ 
tirely. 
President Roosevelt is regard­ 
ed as a possible successor of Mr. Platt. 
And Governor Hughes may also be­ 
come an important factor in 
the 
problem. 
Iowa. 
The struggle between Senator Wil­ 
liam B. Allison of Iowa, the oldest 
member of the senate in point of 
service, and Governor A. S. Cummins, 
will furnish a spectacular campaign 
that will attract national attention. 
Senator Allison wants a seventh term. 
Governor Cummins, who has been the 
leader of the reform movem ent in the 
Republican party in his 
state 
for 
years, is am bitious for the senate. 
Senator Dolliver has lined up with 
Senator Allison, and has the support 
of the majority of the Iowa delega­ 
tion in congress. 
Kentucky, Oregon, Kansas, South Da­ 
kota, North Dakota, California. 
Governor 
Beckham 
will 
probably 
succeed Senator Jam es B. McCreary 
of Kentucky. Senator Charles W. Ful­ 
ton of Oregon and Chester I. Long oi 
of Kansas will encounter opposition. 
So will Alfred R. K ittridge of South 
Dakota, who has a strong opponent 
in the person of Governor Joe I. Craw­ 
ford, known as a leader of the reform 
movement. 
In North Dakota, Senator

T h ree firem en w ere caught In the 
sixth story, w hen the floor below them 
dropped and w ere forced upw ard to 
th e sevf n th and then to the eighth 
story.

hung when the firem en dropped from 
the rungs 
But even th e rescue of th ese men 
w as not conTplete. for th ree of those 
who went up into the building failed 
to return. 
O ther th ree disappeared in 
a m ans o f falling co n crete and tw isted 
steel beam s. 
In addition to th e m iss­ 
ing, a score or m ore firem en w ere h urt, 
injuries ranging from painful bruise's 
to ones th a t m ay prove fatal.
